These men are doing valuable 


work along their specialized line and 
among them are many 'from 
New 


England. 
The foresters play an 1m 
portant, part In solving 
the 
tj«ns 


portatidn. problem. Immense amounts 
of lumber are needed for railroad ties 
barracks, road materials, trench work 
docks, telephone and telegraph poles 
hangars for the aviation service anc 
other similar purposes. It was nec- 
essary to save tonnage by using as 
far as possible lumber from the for- 
ests of France, but men were la'cking 
to carry on the work, and the United 
States and Canada are furnishing 
trained men to act in co-ordination 
with the foresters of France. , The 
forests arc being cut extensively, but 
the work Is done in such a manner 
'that the French system of forestry 
will not be interfered 
with 
or 
the 
forests 
despoiled. 
Trees are first 
'marked 
for 
cutting by the French, 
then 
the American 
and 
Canadian 


forestry regiments get busy and com- 
.plete the work. 
It is the first time 


. military foresters have been tried out 


on: a big scale. The forestry unit in- 
.eludes saw ml!! men, loggers,. bosses, 
fewauipers, stable boys and the usual 
personnel of a logging camp. But the 
men are all in uniform, officered by 
men bearing the usual military titles; 
the camps are under strict military 
discipline, and 
subject to the same 
rules as other camps. The men' sleep 
in barracks or tents, according to the 
location and climate, and the foresters 
loim a new and interesting branch ot 
military engineering. 
The men build roads, fell trees, live 


in the open and Col. Graves reports 
they are in splendid health, doing fine 
'work, and that they act in complete 
harmony and co-operation with their 
fellow foresters from France and Can- 
ada. 
Col. Graves told an interesting 
story of how the men lived and 
worked, and of the temporary emer- 
gency roads they build. The lumber 
made roads of France-are not like the 
old .corduroy roads o£ early New Eng- 
land days, but are constructed 
ot 
broad 
planks 
laid close 
together. 


Commenting on. the way the foresters 
live and dress. Col. Graves said they 
were tremendously appreciative of the 
relief work done lor 
them by the 
women of the United States .who have 
shown 
their patriotism by knitting 


sweaters and 'socks and sending them 
comfort bags: "These, things not only 
make the men much more comforta- 
ble, but it heartens them tremendous- 
ly to feel that someone 
a.t home is 


keeping ' them and their needs in 
mind," added Col. Graves. 
The military unit which Col. Grave; 


went over to organize is entirely dis 
tinct from the New England saw mil 
men who were sent over by privat 
enterprise and splendid patriotism o 
certain New Knglanders who organ 
ized a civilian unit which Is commonly 
known as the New England lumber 
jacks.

Mains Wants Help For;. Potato Men 


Gov. Milllken of Maine' has 
been 


here this week in conference with th< 
secretary of agriculture urging some 
protection for Maine farmers if thej 
act on the urgent request of the gov-

'The stats of Maine will co-operate in 
doing all this, if the government will 
also come to the assistance of the far- 
mers," added the governor, "but it's 
only fair the farmers should know 
hat they will have some government 
protection if they plant excessive crops 
mder the present crippled labor con- 
ditions."

"This loss of weight," said Dr. 


Thiele in a medical report, supposed 
to circulate among doctors, only, "is 
due, of course, to the fact that food!

Fifty-six per cent, of the children 


were below normal, judged 
by the 


standard prevailing before the war. 
Ten per cent, were pronouncedly anem- 
ic. There was an increase ot

It is a common fallacy that inan 


mate objects are the main cause * 
the spread of g'jnns and disease. 


Thus the borrowed book is a buga 


boo to many people who fear that i 
s a tireless transmitter 
of 
diseast 


rom the hands of one person to an 
other. 


The danger of infection rrom books 
s undoubtedly exaggerated, -so 
s it to find authentic Instances ofdis- 


from this source. In fact, mnn> 


experts in health matters are inclined 
o believe that books play little if an> 
art in the spread of inrec^i 
Experiments show that it is the mil: 
r unrecognized cases which are the 
hief means by which most communi- 
cable diseases are spread. 


At the same time It is advisable that 


all possible precautions be taken. No 
precautions are necessary in the caso 
of books that have been In the room 
where sickness is pre^ei-i. and have 
not been handled or soiiert by the sick 
person. 


With books that have been handled 


or soiled by the sick person the sim- 
plest and safest method is to destroy 
them. If the books are of value this 
is not necessary lor they may be dis- 
infected. 


This Is best done by exposure of the 


books in a formalin chamber or to sun- 
light. 
Experiments show tliat 


therla and other hardy germs will live 
in the closed book ror varying peri- 
ods, although ultimately all die. 


In most instances they die in a short 


time but may live for a period as long 
3.3 three 
months. 
Therefore, 
the 


scientifically correct treatment of books 
require that they be sot apart and not 
used for a period of about 30 days.
